In 1836, Mr. Clay, in discussing this ques- 
tion, did not think a resolution expressing 
the opinion of congress was Pickwickian. 
Had the resolutions been made joint the ar- 
gument would have been made that they 
were interfering with the rights of the ex- 
ecutive. Mr. Hill said he was for the con- 
current resolutions because they only ex- 
pressed the opinion of congress and were 
respectful, not only to our own president, 
but to the government of Spain. 

Hill Has Faith in Cleveland. 

He believed the president would carefully 
consider the resolutions. They would have 
a moral effect througnout this country and 
throughout the world. When Jackson was 
president congress adopted a concurrent 
resolution expressing its opinion, not upon 
the question of belligerency, but upon the 
greater question of the independence of a 
country. Such resolutions were the only 
safe ones; thus far should congress go ang 
no further. 

In 1861 several foreign governments prop- 
erly recugnized the beliigerency of the 
southern confederacy, not their independ- 
ence, The United States itself recognized 
them as belligerents by exchanging prison- 
ers and recognizing flags of truce. The ipr- 
terests of humanity demanded that the Cu- 
bans should be treated as insurgents: their 
execution must be stopped; they must be 
Their recogni- 
tion could not be offensive to Spain and it 
should be granted by this government in 
the interest of humanity and in accordance 
with the customs of all civilized nations, 


Sherman Replies to Hill. 

At 2 o'clock the unfinished business was 
laid before the senate and Mr. Pritchard, 
republican, of North Carolina, took the 
floor in support of the right of Henry Dw- 
pont asa senator from Delaware. He yield- 
ed, however, to Hr. Sherman, republican, 
of Ohio, who desired to speak on the Cuban 
resolutions. 

Referring to the failure to make the res- 
olutions joins, Mr. Sherman said the com- 
mittee did not ¢eem this wise. There was 
no politics in the matter; the committee 
sought simply to do what was best In the 
premises. 

Had the resolutions been made joint the 
president would have been compelled at a 
critical stage of the war in Cuba to either 
approve or disapprove them within ten 
days, All that was wanted was an expres- 
sion of the opinion of congress. However 
they may differ from the president on mat- 
ters of domesiic policy, no one believed but 
that he would he active, energetic and hon- 
est in his dealings with foreign powers, 
and in case of war actuated by a strong 
American sentiment. 

Justifying Testimony Ample. 

From all that was before the committee 
that body was convinced that the testimony 
was ample to justify the resolutions 
brought in by the committee. 

“If there is no state of war in Cuba,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Sherman, passionately, ‘‘where 
outside of hell Goes war exist?—for war is 
hell.”’ 

Mr. Sherman contended that the dis- 
patches from Cuba and all the testimony 
before the committee showed that a state 
of war existed in the ‘sland and thai the 
Spanish government had been unable to 
quell the insurrection. The natives were 
fighting for freedom anc liberty, and the 
blood of every American should leap in 
sympathy for those now endeavoring to 
throw off the Spanish yoke. 

The material resolution before the senate 
was the one that simply granted belligerent 
rights, and Mr. Sherman said he could not 
understand how any man could enter an 
objection to thig resolution, which was scle- 
ly in the interest of humanity.

Unarmed Men Made To Stand in Front 
of Spanish Troops When the 
Rebels Attacked. 


Havana, March 11, via Tampa, Fla., 
March 12.—The protest against the action 
of congress being circulated in Havana 
for the signatures of commercial houses, 
presidents of clubs, corporations and mer- 
chants generally, has nearly stirred up a 
riot here. Many houses refusing to sign 
have been threatened; others signed under 
duress. The members of the Union Club 
threaten to depose the president for sign- 
ing the name of the club. The editor of 
La Discussion declined to sign the name 
of his paper on the ground that he had no 
authority during the ubsence of the direc- 
tor, who is in Madrid. Given the choice 
of signing or cease pubiishing, he signed. 

Confiscation of Property. 

General Weyler’s last proclamation pro- 
viding for confiscation of the property of 
those in active or passive aid of the re- 
bellion is bitterly denounced by Cubans. It 
is said to furnish the petty officials a basis 
for extensive blackmail operations cand 
to wreak vengeance upon Cubans 
generally. Under its terms the property of 
any person failing to present himself in 
fifteen days must be seized. Many are com- 
pelled to flee to interior towns or to the 
cities of the coast and others who have 
gone abroad, awaiting quieter times and 
left their homes deserted or in charge of 
servants, may lose all. 

Elections in Form Only. 

The elections ordered to take place April 
19th attract little attention, The three par- 
ties will go through the form of holding 
an election, all voting for the same candi-

Money To Carry on the War. 

London, March 12.—A dispatch from

SEVERAL ENCOUNTERS REPORTEL 


Cubans and Spanish Are at It Lively 
Again. 

Havana, March 12.—Several encounters be- 
tween government troops and detached 
bands belonging to the forces of Gomez and 
Maceo have been reported around Los 
Palos, in the province of Matanzas, near 
the line of the province of Havana, and also 
near Bagaz in the latter province, 

General Gasco reports from Manzanillo 
that his command has had an engagement 
with the rebel band led by Reyes. One in- 
surgent was captured. During a reconnois- 
sance the insurgents exploded an earth. tur- 
pedo, wounding several soldiers. In an en- 
gacement between Arapils battalion and 
Palacio’s band, near Managua, province of 
Havana, the rebels lost fi¥e wounded and 
three prisoners. The gumboat Lince nar- 
rowly escaped capture by the insurgents 
at Fernandez, near Sancti Spiritus, on 
March 2d. The rebels blocked the river 
with chains made by twisting fine wire and 
prevented the gubboat from getting out of 
the river. The gutboat Satellite went to her 
rescue and acting in conjunctton with a land 
force succeeded in breaking the chains and 
saving the Lince, together with her con- 
voy of several schooners laden with sup- 
plies. 

One hundred and ten prisoners. arrived 
from Las Villas yesterday and were sent to 
Moro Castle.

SIX POLICEMEN 
WERE PRESENT 


Kentucky Politics Demand (Quieting

NO FIGHTING YESTERDAY 


Senators James and Walton Were 
Present, but Did Not Vote. 


DUNLAP SAID TO BE ON THE WAY 


Republicans May Make an Effort To 
Bring Him In—Trouble Will 
Then Follow. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 12.—Governor 
Bradley and Mayor Julian had a confer- 
ence this morning about preserving the 
peace in case of trouble today and at 10 
o'clock six big policemen were stationed 
in the lobby between the house and sen- 
ate chambers. The mayor also had con- 
ferences with the presiding officers of the 
senate and the house. The mayor wanted 
the house ceared of all except members and 
officers when the time for the joint ses- 
sion arrived. By ll o’clock the house was 
jammed. Women formed a large portion 
of the crowd. 

In the senate this morning Mr. Jones, 
republican, offered an amendment to the 
journal which made it appear that the 
senate had adjourned before the report 
considered. 
The lieutenant governor said he had in- 
tended finally to put the motion for ex- 
pulsion., 

The senate voted down the amendment 
and approved the journal as it stood. The 
mayor ordered the police to clear the lob- 
by of all but members and officers before 
noon. The crowd resented this, but ex- 
members and state officials had to go as 
well as the rabble. The chief of police of 
Lexington and three of his men assisted 
the Frankfort officers. Jack Chinn, Jim 
Williams and Walter Sharp were allowed 
to stay as special assistants to the senate 
doorkeeper, as were many other friends 
of Blackburn, who wore police badges on 
their coats. 

Present, but Not Talking. 

James and Walton were still in the house 
when the senate was announced at the 
door ready for the joint session. Sheriff 
Armstrong and several strange deputies 
were on the floor. When tile roll was 
called none of the republicans answered 
to their names until Deboe Was called, 
when he responded, Jones, Lay and Lan- 
des following, and all the republicans be- 
gan answering to their names. Neither 
clerk called the mames of the unseated 
members. No*one attempted to interfere 
with James and Walton, who still had 
seats on the floor. Senator Bronston, 
democrat, asked for the reading cf yester- 
day’s journal of each hcuse.

BARATIERI BLAMES HIMSELF. 


Says That After His Defeat He Con- 
templated Suicide. 

-Rome, March 12.—According to the Agen- 
zia d'Italia 30,000 dervishes are investing 
Kassala, the town which was captured 
from them some time ago by the Italians. 

General Baratieri, who was lately su- 
perseded in the command of the Italian 
forces in Africa, in an interview at Masso- 
wah on his reasons for attacking the 
Abvssinians at Adowah, said that infor- 
mation he had received led him to believe 
that it would be easy to occupy the pesi- 
tions he assailed. He reckoned that the 
force of Abyssinians -would retreat. In- 
stead of doing so they had inflicted a de- 
feat on the Italian army and he was ready 
to submit to the consequences. 3 

The Tribuna publishes an interview with 
General Baratieri, in which he denies that 
the government urged him to attack the 
Abyssinians, but he adds that all his gen- 
erals favored the making of the attack. A 
victory for the Italians had been partially 
won and was virtually assured, when the 
native ‘battalions became panic-stricken 
and this produced disorder among the Ital- 
ian troops. General Baratieri declares that 
he has nothing to reproach himself for, 
but confesses that in a moment of madness 
after his defeat he was on the verge of 
committing suicide. He remembered, how- 
ever, the piety of his family and wished to 
spare them the shame. 


PROBABLE WAR DISCUSSED. 


House of Commons Deals with Fros- 
pective Problems. 

London, Mazch 12.—In the house of com- 
mons today Hon. W. 8. Broderick, pariia- 
mentary secretary for the war office, stated 
tr. reply to a question asked by Dr. Tanner, 
nationalist member for Middle Creek, tnat 
the war office knew nothing of a report 
that English military officers tad offered 
their services to Spain in the event of 
the occurrence of hostilities between that 
country and the United States, The penal- 
ties of such action, he added, would be en- 
forced in accordance with the foreign en- 
listment act.

In the course of its article The Gazette 
admits, however, that The Chronicle 
proves that there have been certain loose, 
careless and misleading translations in- 
troduced into the blue boox and. gives as 
an instance the dispatch which was sent 
home to the Centurion in April, 1770, 
which in effect shows that the Dutch did 
not hold anything on the Cuyani except 
a settlement at the mouth of that river 
where it joing the Essequibo. 

The Gazette’s article concludes by say- 
ing that the compilers of the blue book in 
the foreign office certainly owe the pub- 
lic an explanation.

Coal Went Short and for Awhile the 
Chances Were Desperate—Story 
by Wire. 


The steamer Rio de Janeiro is safe with all 
her passengers after a long and desperate 
fight against wind and sea. 

And among the passengers are Mr. and 
Mrs. Lamar Lyndon, of Athens, whose 
friends and relatives had given them 
up as lost. 

The Rio de Janeiro is now ported at Ho 
nolulu, whence she will, within a few days, 
renew the journey to Yokohama, whither 
she started from San Francisco six weeks 
ago. | 

The vessel is one of the Pacific mail 
steamers and is one of the best, swiftest 
and most successful boats that plows the 
waters between the western coast of the 
union and Yokohama and Hong-Kong. 

Two months ago the Rio de Janeiro was 
known to Atlantians and Georgians only 
casually. But within the past few days— 
within the last week—the name of the ship 
has passed the lips of people of this section 
oftener than ever before. 

And it was all due to the fact that she 
was for days “‘lost at sea,’ and that a well- 
known Georgian and his bride, whose fam- 
ily name is equally well and extensively 
known, were passengers on the vessel. 

Mr. Lamar Lyndon was known through- 
out the state as a member of one of the 
best known families in Athens and as a 
promising, successful young electrician. So 
clever and: successful was he in his work 
that a few months ago. he was tendered an 
important and remunerative position in 
electrical work in Japan. Those who knew 
him knew that he would prove a success 
and though realizing what a separation 
meant, they knew the great possibilities be- 
fore him and advised him to go. 

About the time Mr. Lyndon consented to 
go his romantic marriage with Miss Ryuck~ 
er was announced.

Then in a short time reports were sent 
out that the Rio de Janeiro had not 
touched at any port and had not spoken 
any vessels on the Pacific. 

At first it was thought that a day or two 
would materialize the mailer, but as ship 
after ship landed and no tidings came, ap- 
prehension grew. 

Those having relatives on the ship be- 
came alarmed. 

Throughout Georgia the fate of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lyndon was the topic of inquiry. 

Within the past two days all hope of 
heafing of their safety had been aban- 
doned. 

Safe at Honolulu. 

But, as has been said, the ship is safe, 
as the following telegram shows: 

“San Francisco, Cal., March 12.—(Special 
Correspondence to the United Press, per 
Steamer Alameda.)—Honolulu, March 6.— 
The steamer Rio de Janeiro arrived here 
on the 3d out of coal, twenty-six days from 
San Francisco. She had battled sixteen 
days with heavy head gales on the north- 
ern route, when her coal supply was too 
near exhausted for her to make the few 
hundred miles remaining to Yokohama. 
She put about for Honolulu, making sail. 
Before reaching here she had burned her 
after deckhouse and mizzen top mast and 
l:ad but twenty tons of coal left. Her 
mails were forwarded on the 3d per City of 
Peking. She will sail today (March 6th) 
for Yokohama.”

SPEAKS OF SECRETARY SMITH 


Believes the Secretary Will Not Oppose 
Crisp, 


LITTLE'S APPOINTMENT SEEMS CERTAIN 


Colonel W. C. Glenn Is Being Urged 
as Judge Hall’s Successor—Wash- 
ington Gossip.

Washington, March i12.—(Special.)—Judge 
John I. Hall returned from 
morning. In speaking of his appointment 
as general attorney for the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida railroad he said: 

“There is no political significance Wwhat- 
ever in my appointment. The position was 
offered me five weeks ago, and since that 
time I have had the question under consid- 
eration. I decided to accept it, Pecause I 
would prefer it to the position which 1 now 
hold under the government. I want to say 
that Secretary Smith knew nothing about it 
until «after I had the offer and 1 had de- 
cided to accept it. I would not, under any 
circumstanees, accept private employment 
and use it for political effect, and I want 
to say further,” Continued Judge Hall, 
“that I have not believed for several weeks 
that Secretary Smith would be a candidate 
for the United States senate from Georgia.” 

It was given out the interior depart- 
ment this morning that Colonel W. A. Lit- 
tle, of Columbus, had been tendered the ap- 
pointment of attorney general for the inte- 
rior department to succeed Judge Hall. 
Though some of Mr. Little’s friends held 
that his large practice in Georgia would 
prevent his leaving it for a year, I un- 
derstand today that he has notified Secre- 
tary Smith that he can arrang® his busi- 
ness in Georgia and will accept the ap- 
pointment. Because of the honor of the 
position more than the salary Colonel Lit- 
tle will accept it. Among the Georgia con- 
gressmen Colonel Little is recognized as 
one of the ablest lawyers in the state and 
his appointment is indorsed by each and 
every one of them. 

Since the exclusive 
Judge Hall's retirement in the columns of 
The Constitution Secretary Smith has had 
many applications for the position from 
well known Georgia lawyers. He had, 
however, decided to tender it to Colone!} 
Little before any of them had been re- 
ceived. 

The acceptance of the place by Colonel 
Little seems to have been received without 
his having heard of his appointment. At 
least, telegrams from Columbus, in which 
Colonel Little says he had not been tender- 
ed the place, would indicate that. There is 
also an apparently, strong movement 
from Georgia in the interest of an Atlanta 
candidate for that position. 

The Atlanta candidate is 
Glenn and the indorsements come from 
prominent men all over Georgia. 
Several of the members of congress from 
Georgia have called on the secreiary in the 
interest of Colonel Glenn and indorsements

Mrs. Anderson’s Attorneys Say She

senting Mrs. E. Anderson, who was ar- 
rested and indicted for being an accessory 
to the murder of Charles T. Williams, of 
Georgia, applied fer bail before Judge

After argument, the judge granted bail 
in the sum of $1,000, which must be fur- 
nished by Saturday. So far bail has not

The story of the horrible assassination 
of Charles- Williams in the streets of 
Blacksburg on the night of February 6th, 
when he was supposed to be on his way to 
the home of Mrs. Anderson, was fully told 
in The Constitution at the time. 

A new phase in the case is a suit brought 
by J. H. Siddle, administrator of the es- 
tate of Williams, against M. R. Reese, for 
$10,000 damages for his killing, and an 
attachment has been issued on Reese's 
property to satisfy any judgment that may 
be rendered. Reese, ft will be remembered, 
was implicated in the killing.

MATTER IS DROPPED. 
There Will Be No Parade of the Blue 
and the Gray. 

New York, March 12.—The committee of 
citizens, headed by the Hon, Charles A. 
Dana, associated to make arrangements 
for a reunion of union and confederate 
war veterans, which was to have been 
held in this city on July 4th, and for a 
parade of the boys in blue and gray, which 
was intended to be a feature of the cele- 
bration to emphasize the disappearance of 
sectional feelings between the north and 
the south, has finally determined to allow 
the project to die a natural death. 

The opposition of Ivan N. Walker, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, put a guietus on the movement 
so far as the Grand Army of the Republic 
as a body was concerned. The committee 
then considered the advisability of asking 
the war veterans of the north, irrespective 
of their affiliations with the Grand Army, 
to take part in the parade, dnd some cor- 
respondence ensued, but the result was not 
satisfactory, for although many favorable 
replies were received from individuals ex- 
pressing approval of the project and their 
intention to take part in the parade as in- 
dividuals, thege were so few responses from 
organizations of veterans that it was appa- 
rent that the demonstration would not be 
of a sufficiently representative character, 
so the matier has been dropped. Colonel 
John J. Garnett, an ex-confederate soldier, 
who was secretary of the ceinmittee, when 
spoken to today about the abandonment of 
the project, said: 

“TI regret very much that the committee 
has been compelled to drop the matter. It 
was intended to be a fraternal and patriotic 
demonstration which would have been of 
lasting benefit to this city and the country 
at large. But in the face of the violent op- 
position expressed by the commander-in- 
chief of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and his prohibition to the posts to take 
part in the parade, it could not be carried 
to a successful issue. The confederate vet- 
erans felt themselves insulted by the at- 
titude and words of Commander-in-Chief 
Walker, and under the circumstances they 
would not come north to take part as a 
body in a parade such as was projected. It 
is a most unfortunate outcome of a 
well-meant and entirely laudable project. 
The date of the annual reunion of the 
confederate veterans, which was originally 
fixed for May 22d, 2d «nd 2th, waz chang- 
ed to June Mth, July lst and 2d, so as to 
give the veterans an opportunity to come 
north from Richmond to take purt in the 
parade of the blue and gray, which was 
acheduled for July 4th, but now many of 
the confederate veterans’ camps through- 


ing General Gordon, the commander of the 
organization, to again change the date so 
that the reuniorf may be held at the erigin- 
al dates in May. So the committee deter- 
mined that the best thing to be done was 
to let the whole matter drop.”

DENIAL FROM GENERAL WALKER 


Says That He Did Not Say Certain 
Things Accredited to Him. 


Richmond, Va, March 12.—The . Rich- 
mond Times of this morning prints the 
following letter from Commander Ivan N. 
Walker, of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, dated Indianapolis, Ind., March 
8th, and addressed to the editor: 

“Some one has sent me @ copy of your 
editorial March ist on that ‘parade of the 
blue and the gray,’ in which you quote 
certain statements that I was said to have 
made in an address to the Grand Army at 
their department encampment at Newark, 
Del., February 29th. In the address re- 
ferred to I made no reference whatever to 
the proposed ‘blue and the gray’ parade in 
New York next July and the special tele- 
gram sent out from Wilmington purport- 
ing to quote me was @ pure fabrication 
made out of whole cloth. I have made no 
Statements on the subject other than those 
contained in the correspondence that 
passed between Mr. Dana and myself two 
months ago. [I entertain no such bitter 
sentiments as this dispatch quoted to- 
ward the men who stood up in the ranks 
on the other side and gave me a man’s 
chance for my life in battle. We fought it 
out like men, and I believe that the mat- 
ter should be buried forever. Very truly 
yours, I. N. WALKER.” 


WAIL FROM ARMENTA. 


Letter Addressed to the Christians of 
America. 


London, March 12.—The Daily News will 
tomorrow say that some days before the 
Marsacre at Qorfa the Armenians were 
warned that it was impending, but the 
officials prevented them from leaving the 
town. During the suspense the Gregorian 
clergy compiled a letter which they sent 
secretly to Aintab, whence it Was for- 
warded to Europe. The arch-priest, Ste- 
phen, and four other priests were subse- 
quently slain before the altar while cele- 
brating the eucharist. The letter contains 
messages to the sultan and to the Grego- 
rian Moslems’ fellow countryment and re- 
proaches their European brethren for 
standing by and watching the bloody work, 
It also contains the following. 

“To the Christians ot the United States 
of America: We say farewell. We have 
been strenuously opposed to your mission 
work among us, but these bloody days 
have shown ftifat some of our Protestant 
brethren have been stanch defenders of 
our honor and our faith. You, at least, 
know that our crime in the eyes of the 
Turk has been that we adopted the civili- 
gation you commended to us. Behold now 
the missions and schools which you plant- 
ed among us at the cost of many millions 
of dollars end hundreds of precious lives! 
They are in ruins and the Turk is plan- 
ning to rid himself of tke missionaries and 
teachers by leaving them nobody among 
whom to labor.” 


CANOVAS’S STATEMENT, 


Senator Frye Says We Owe No Grati- 


tude to Spain. 

New York, March 11.—Senator William P. 
Frye says to the World: ‘“‘Premier Canovas 
del Castillo lays stress in his cablegram to 
The World on the fact that Spain has tak- 
en steps to prevent the repetition of in- 
sults to Americans in that country. She is 
but performing the duty of every govern- 
ment in repressing disorders within her own 
bounds, and if any injury has resulted 
from the rioting of her citizens she would 
have been made to pay for it. I do not 
think that we owe her any gratitude for 
doing this. 

‘Another point which the Spanish premier 
makes prominent is that General Weyler is 
conducting his campaign in Cuba in ac- 
cordance with inst#uctions that he reccived 
from the government. If, as we suspect, 
General Weyler is committing unnecessary 
cruelties and is shooting down non-combat- 
ants, this statement of Canovas’s only 
makes the greater the respoasibility of the 
Spanish government. 

“I do not suppose, however, that the peo- 
ple of Spain can really appreciate what is 
inhuman and cruel as we do, Their stan- 
dards are different. Their education and 
moral training are not the same. When 
thousands of Spanish ladies and gentlemen 
can go to witness a bull fight every Sunday 
and greet with shouts of joy the disembow- 
eling: of a horse, it is not to be expected 
that they will entertain the same opinion 
that we do as to what is called cruel and 
inhuman.”’

But Mr. Beauchamp Will Not Rur 
in in Butts. 

Jackson, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Mr. 
J. QO. Beauchamp, the present sheriff of 
Butts county, and who has been sheriff for 
sixteen years, has announced to his friends 
that he will not be in hte race fer sheriff 
this year. 

Mr. Beauchamp has made a most envia- 
ble record as a public officer. He gives as 
his reason for retiring that he wishes to 
give others their portion of public office 
and that sixteen years of public service 
is enough for one man. Besides, he wishes 
to devote his time to his private business, 

Mr. J. M. Crawford, the present deputy 
sheriff, will offer to succeed Mr. Beau- 
champ. The race so far will be between 
J. H. Land and Mr. Crawford. I. H. Mad- 
dox will be with Land as deputy. Craw- 
ford has not yet announceG who will be his 
deputy.

New York, March 12.—An appeal was 
taken from the judgment of the board of 
tax commissioners in settling an assess- 
ment of $10,000,000 on property left under 
the will of the late Jay Gould, in charge 
of executors and trustees, on $100,000 held 
by Edwin Gould, $400,000 held by George 
Gould, $100,000 held by Helen Gculd, and 
$100,000 by Howard Gould, for the year 1895. 
The appeal was made before Justice Pryor 

in the supreme court. 

The judgment of the commissioners was 
attacked on the grounds that the Goulds 
were not residents of New York. This was 


the ground upon wbich the judgment of the’ 


commissioners was reversed in 1893 and 15y4 

and it received the same fate today, 
Justice Pryor promptly awarded judg- 

ment to the plaintiffs.

Big Delegation of Atlantians Leave for 
South Caroling. 


THE INDIANA DOCKED TODAY 


The Big Ship To Be Inspected by 
Thousands—Will Be an Eventful 
Occasion. 


‘In the presence of many thousand people 
the Indiana will be dry docked in Port 
Royal this morning. 

While the water is being pumped from 
the dock, thousands will watch the ship 
as the hull appears and grows larger as 
the water gradually sinks in the dock. As 
soon as the vessel is securely propped, the 
gang plank will be laid and the vessel will 
be open to inspection. 

Many prominent Atlantians will be pres- 
ent and will enjoy the day at Paris island, 
where the dock is located. When the ship 
is docked and the work of pumping the 
water from the mammoth excavation is 
completed, a banquet will be held on board 
and the visitors will be royally entertained 
by the citizens of the place. 

Many people of note will be at the dock- 
ing. Secretary Herbert, of the navy, and 
the naval reserve will attend, governors 
and their staffs will be present and sever- 
al officers of the navy, in addition to the 
Officers and crew of the Indiana will be 
aboard. The docking of the ship will be 
celebrated with fitting ceremonies and the 
fact that Port Royal is the only dock in 
the world which can accommodate a ves- 
sel the size of the Indiana, will be elabor- 
ately commented upon. 

The trains yesterday over the Georgia 
road were crowded with those who were 
anxious to see the Indiana. Many left on 
the regular train at 2:15 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. To this train were attached 
two private cars—that of President George 
C. Smith, of the Atlanta and West Point 
road, and the private car “Atlanta,” of the 
Georgia. Select parties were in these cars, 
and they were the guests of the road. 

Last night at 11:10 o’clock another large 
party of Atlantians went down to Augusta, 
and this morning will reach Port Royal 
in time to witness the spectacle.

Several thousand people from Indiana 
have already reached Port Royal. As the 
boat was named after the Hoosier State, 
much pride is manifested in the inspection 
of the vessel today. 

The work of docking the hoat will be com- 
pleted this afternoon, and the excursionists 
will return to Atlanta tomorrow. 

The state of Georgia will be represented 
today in Port Royal by Governor Atkinson 
and staff. The governor has been in Wash- 
ington for several —ays, but will join his 
staff in South Carolina this morning. He 
left Washington yesterday afternoon. Gen- 
eral Wright will also be an hand and 
should the governor miss his railroad con- 
nections, the general will represent him in 
his official capacity. 

Mayor Porter King and several members 
of the council and officers of the city left 
yesterday afternoon. The entire Atlanta 
party, with the exception of a few, will re- 
turn tomorrow morning. 


EVERYTHING IN READINESS. 


Docking of the Indiana Will Occur 


Friday Afterr@on. 

Beaufort, S. €C., March 12.—Everything 
at the Port Royal dry dock is in readiness 
for the docking of the battleship Indiana 
tomorrow morning. It is, however, by no 
means certain that the docking will take 
place tomorrow. Captain Evans, the pi- 
lois and those connected with the docks 
are not disposed to run chances, It is 
fifteen miles from Port Royal to the bar 
and there is no means of communication, 
thie nearest source of authority being the 
dry dock’s station. A message to the 
representative of the Southern Associated 
Press stated that the Indiana had not been 
Sighted. It is not thought likely that the 
Indiana will cross the bar during the 
night. She will probably wait until day- 
light, there being a full tide in the morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock. The depth at the bar is 
about twenty-seven feet high tide and 
thirty feet spring tide and the Indiana 
draws twenty-five feet. It will take an 
hour or two to steam from the bar to the 
dock, and as high tide is needed to go in- 
to the dock, it is thought the docking wil] 
be delayed until Saturday morning. In 
case the Indiana crosses the bar tonight 
the docking will occur in the morning. 

Governor Atkinson, of Georgia, and Gov- 
ernor Evans, of South Carolina, and mem- 
bers of his military staff arrived here this 
afternoon to witness the docking. Con- 
gressman Elliott got leave of absence to 
be present at the severe test of the docks, 
for which he is largely responsible. 

The Beaufort artillery saluted the gov- 
ernors upon their arrival in the city. 

Six excursion trains are expected here 
tomorrow: and should the Indiana not go 
into the docks the visitors will be taken 
to the battleship in steamers. A reception 
will be tendered the visitors tomorrow 
evening by the citizens of Beaufort. 


BOSTON HAS A BIG FIRE. 


Pope Manufacturing Company Suffers 
’ a Loss. 


Boston, March 12.—The building num- 
bered 219, 221 and 223 Columbus avenue, oc- 
cupied by the Pope Manufacturing Com- 
pany, bicycle manufacturers, was bedly 
damaged by fire this afternoon. The inside 
of the building, which is a six-stcry struc- 
ture, igs almost entirely burned out and it 
is estimatec that the entire loss to both 
building and stock will be about $125,000. 

The fire started in the basement of the 
building, presumably in a woodpile just 
back of the boiler. It spread rapidiy and 
the whole basement was 4 mass of lames 
in a few seconds. The-building was sup- 
posed to be proof against fire, but it did 
but little toward resisting the flames. At 
one time the flames leaped away across (o- 
lumbus avenue and it seemed as if the Ho- 
tel Howland, directly opposite, would be 
destroyed. The guests in that hotel and 
also the Hoffman house, adjoining, packed 
their things together ready to move, but 
this proved to be unnece:sary. 

When the fire broke out there were some 
thirty-five. employes in the building and 
several had a rather hard time in getting 
out. ‘The loss is said to be fully covered by 
insurance. : 

The later estimates indieate that the to- 
tal loss will reach nearer $250,000 than the 
gures first given.

“Male Only” Resolution Ruled Out in 


Conference. 

Philadelphia, March 12.—The Philadelphia 
Methodist Episcopal conference today re- 
jected the resolution submitted to all con- 
forences by the last general conference (in 
1892) permitting the admission of males 
only to the general conference as lay dele- 
gates. 

The yote was three in favor of the resolu- 
tion and eighty-six against it, while 124 
members were recorded as declining to vote.

Such was not the case, however, 
before fifteen minutes after the falling of 
the first flake the white missives came 
down as if poured out of some great scoop 
far above, after the manner of white paper 
in a theater. 

On the streets the snow melted as it fell 
for some time, but in the night it grew 
colder and in many places the pavements 
were quickly covered. Electric light poles 
, and telephone wires whitened early in the

WANT THE CITY ENJOINED. 


The Granting of Transfer Privileges in 
Augusta Causes Wrangling. 

Augusta, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—There 
promises to be a good deal of legal wrang- 
ling between the railroads and the city 
over the transfer of a franchise in Au- 
gusta. The old street railroad in Augusta 
—the first one in Georgia—had in its char- 
ter not simply tne rigit to transport pas- 
sengers in street. cars, but the right to 
transfer by st©am power the cars of one 
railroad to the -racks of another, and to 
charge so much for each passenger and 
hundred weignt of freight. 

The charter expires tnis month and the 
railroads that «nter the city are protesting 
against the renewal. They preter to do 
their own tra@asferring, and declare thg 
transfer privileges held under the old com- 
pany’s charter are an incubus on the 
town. They Yought the matter before the 
city council, but that body decided to re- 
new the charter over the protest of the 
railroads. 

The railroads then applied for a charter 
for a belt lie around the city and threaten 
to keep frefght from coming into the city 
for transfrr. Mayor Young is advertising 
for bids for the transfer privileges and 
vesterclay there was a meeting of the fol- 
lowing railroad men in the office of Hon, 
Joseph 73.

It’ seems that the old company, without 
wailing for the city to renew its charter, 
has made application to the secretary of 
state and secured a renewal for thirty years 
under the general law. It then asked to be 
put in the hands of a receiver to preserve 
. its status quo, and claims that its renewed 
eharter extends all the rights and fran- 
chises that the city is advegtising for sale. 
It seeks to enjoin the city -rom seiling 
these rights and franchises to anybody and 
makes all the railroads parties defendant, 
and enjoins any of them ‘rom purchasing 
the franchises that the city advertises 
for sale.

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The following dispatch is of excep- 
tional interest at this time: 

New York, March 12.—The executive coun- 
cil of the American Banking Association 
unanimously adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

“Resolved, The executive council 
‘American Bankers’ Assoviation, assembied 
@t the meeting in New York city, declare 
unequivocally in favor of the maintenance 
of the existing gold standard of value and 
resommend to all the bankers and to the 
customers ot all banks the exercise of all 
their influence as citiezns in their various 
States to select delegates to the “political 
conventions of both the great par- 
ties who will declare uneauivocally in 
favor of the maintenance of the existing 
gold standard of value.’’ 

{t will be observed that the associated 
banks, feeling and believing that it is 
to thelr pecuniary interest that the sin- 
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gle gold standard should be maintained, 


have no sort of hesitation in declaring 
in favor of it through their exécutive 
<ouncil, and in urging the members of 
their association and those who need 
bank accommodations to all their 
influence “to select dclegates to the po- 
litical conventions of both the great par- 
ties who will declare unequivocally in 
favor of the maintenance of the existing 
gold standard of value.’ 

There is a lesson in this declaration 
that ought not to be lost on the people. 
The banks declare that the single gold 
standard now exists in this country. 
They feel that it is to their pecuniary 
advantage that it should continue to 
exist, They know that it has doubled 
the value of the commodity in which 
they deal—money, They know that it 
has doubled the value of debts and in- 
terest. They feel that in this way it 
has enlarged their profits and increased 
their power. Consequently they 
lieve that it ought to be maintained, and 
they do not hesitate to say so. 

They do not beat about the bush. 
They do not prate about “parity” and 
the “debt-paying power of the dollar,” 
for they know that the debt-paying pow- 
er of the dollar remains precisely what 
it was twenty years ago, while its pur- 
chasing power has been doubled. They 
do not dodge, nor evade, nor try to de- 
ceive anybody. They know that the 
single gold standard now exists, and 
that it gives them a tremendous ad- 
vantage in many ways, and they do not 
hesitate to declare that it ought to be 
maintained. They do not . lesitate to 
avow their purpose to inaugurate a 
campaign of their own in order that the 
Single gold standard shall be main- 
tained. 

Now, this is business. There is an 
openness, a boldness about the declara- 
tion of the associated banks that ought 
to attract the admiration of all honest 
men, Why cannot the people whose in- 
terests are hurt and whose prosperity 
is destroyed by the single gold standard 
be as open and as bold in expressing 
their views as the banks are? If the 
people—the merchants, the ~ business 
men, the manufacturers and the farin- 
ers—the producers of the country—are 
handicapped by timid and time-serving 
politicians, it is their own fault. They 
have only to rise in their might, give 
expression to their desires, and the poli- 
ticlans whe now seem to be timid and 
hesitating will be bold as lions. 

But the people do not even have this 
excuse for a failure to express their 
views clearly and unequivocally. There 
are hundreds of democratic leaders as 
bold as the bankers, and these have left 
ho room to doubt where they stand. But 
one thing remains, and that is for the 
people themselves to united, 
as harmonious, and as bold, in favor of 
their own interests as the banks do for 
theirs. 

It is useless to criticise the banks for 
their attitude. They think the gold 
standard is best for their interests, and 
it is—at least temporarily. We are of 
the opinion that the banks outside of 
the big money centers of the east will 
find that what the gold standard is put- 
ting in at one end it is pinching off at 
; the other. We think that eventually 

they will be hurt more than they are 
helped. But that is neither here nor 
there. Temporarily the gold standard 
is enlarging their profits and gains. and 

they are in favor of it purely as a mat- 

ter of business. 

There are more than ten thousand 
voters to every bank in the country. 
Consequently the remedy of the people 
is to go to the polls and vote down the 
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gold standard and restore prosperity to | 
_ the country by remonetizing silver, This’ 


| will not hurt any banker, but will pro- 
mote the interests of all. The gold stand- 
ard helps only those who deal in money 
—the banks and the money lenders— 
and hurts all who produce or deal in 
other commodities, for the process by 
which money, debts, taxes and the rates 
of loans and discounts baye been 
doubled in valuc, has taken away half 
the value of the products of factory and 
farm—the products of human labor—re- 
duced the demand for goods and cut 
down profits in all lines of business and 
mercantile pursuits. 

These interests, instead of concentrat- 
ing their opposition to the gold stand- 
ard in criticism of the attitude of the 
banks, should boldly and unitedly teke 
issue with the money power and de- 
clare in favor of the restoration of sil- 
ver to its old place as a part of the re- 
demption money of the country. 

There is this much to be said in be- 
half of the failure of the people to meet 
the issue fairly and squarely: they have 
been deceived, net only by the agents 
of the money power, but by the very 
men who they had reason to believe 
would give them relief. Every step that 
has been taken has been the result of 
hypocrisy and lying. When it was pro- 
posed to repeal unconditionally the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law, The 
Constitution and those devoted to the 
interests of the people, declared that the 
resuht would be io fasten on the country 
the single gold siandard = with all its 
ruinous Lut the parasites of 
Mr. Cleveland, the cuckoos and all the 
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agents of the money power, vowed most 
solemnly ihat this would not be the re- 
suli—that unconditional repeal would 
oniy be the “first step’ toward “true 
bimetallism.” ‘They declared that The 
Constitution was ignorant of the whole 
question, and although they could not 
meet its arguments they could bandy 
epithets. 

Bui new, when the advocates imagine 
that they have everything in a swing 
(as the phrase goes), the money power 
looms up and breaks its long silence by 
declaring that the single gold standard 
has been established and that it should 
be maintained. Speaking through one 
of its mouthpieces—the New York 
chaurber of: commerce—the money 
power demands that both of the great 
parties shall declare for the existing 
gold standard. Speaking through 
another of its mouthpieces—the asso- 
ciated banks—the money power urges 
the banks and their customers in all 
parts of the country to engage actively 
in politics to the end that both political 
conventions “shall declare unhequivo- 
cally in favor of the maintenance of the 
single gold standard.” 

Never has the money power been as 
Hold and as Confident as it is now. Never 
before bas it had the courage to de- 
clare its programme and make public its 
purposes to contract the currency of the 
people. Why cannot the people, whose 
most vital interests are concerned, be 
as bold and as confident as the money 
power and the banks? Has the ruin al- 
ready wrought by the gold standard 
paralyzed them? Have they already 
fitted their necks to the yoke of the 
money power? Let us hope not. They 
have been deceived when there was lit- 
tle excuse for it—for The Constitution 
has been telling them the truth about 
the money question for many years— 
but there is no reason why they, should 
be deceived now. 

The money power has published its 
programme to the world, and has an- 
nounced that it will make a campaign 
to maintain the gold standard. Now 
what do the people propose to do 
about it? 
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The Straddle of Straddles. 

The republicans of Ohio are the first 
to express the financial views that they 
propose to support in the coming cain- 
paign. The state convention, when it 
assembled, had in its hands the Me- 
Kinley boom, and feeling the necessity 
of cutting a wide swath in national poli- 
ties, it adopted a financial declaration 
that may. be interpreted to suit the 
views of every man in the land as well 
as the idiots confined in the various 
asylums of the country. The declara- 
tien is as follows: 

We contend for honest money; for a cur- 
rency of gold, silver and paper with which 
to measure our exchanges that shall be as 
sound as the government and as untarnish- 
ed as its honor, and to that end -we favor 
bimetallism and demand the use of both 
goli and silver as standard money either 
in accordance with a ratio to be fixed by 
an international agreement, if that can be 
obtained, or under such restrictions and 
such provisions to be determined by lezgis- 
lation as will secure the maintenance of the 
parity of values of the two metals, so that 
the purchasing and debt-paying power of 
the dollar, whether of silver, gold or paper, 
shall be at all times equal. 

Now, this is net only a straddle—it is 
a conglomeration of straddles. It is as 
if the talents of Mr. Mckinley had given 
to the republican party of Ohio as many 
legs as a centipede, so that it might 
wriggle one way and crawl another. 
Thus, while i: seems to be squirming 
eastward it is scrambling westward, 
and while it is rolling southward it is 
tuinbling northward. All its legs are in 
motion at the same time, and each tray- 


éling in a different direction. 


ard, or the silver standard; for bimetal- 
lism and monometallism; for green- 
backism, fiatism or for no money at 
all. It is all the straddles of all the 
parties and all the cranks whipped into 
one conglomerate and clammy mass and 
offered up as a sort of sickening liba- 
tion to McKinleyism. Meaning every- 
thing. it meens nothing: and, meaning

gealed into a clabbery mess, and, as it 
means less than nothing, the convention 
will adopt it with a hurrah. 
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A Warning Example. 

Mrs. Maybrick’s triends, after spend- 
ing over $100,000 in collecting new evi- 
dence, have failed to induce the home 
secretary to reopen the case. 

The New York Mail and Express sees 
in the fate of this unfortunate woman 
a warning to American parents and 
their daughters. sefore she married 
Mrs. Maybrick was an innocent and 
beautiful southern girl who practically 
had never been out of her mother's 
sight. She was courted by a vicious and 
dissipated foreigner who coveted her 
fortune and her beauty. Nobody ques- 
tioned his past. He appeared to be an 
Englishman of good social position, and 
the girl was handed over to ‘him. 

Maybrick took his wife to England 
and forced her to associate with people 
who hud been partners in his vices. He 
took all of her property and used it. The 
child wife endeavored to reform him, 
but he continued his debauchery, ruined 
his health and finally fell a victim to his 
long and persistent habit of eating arse- 
nic. His relatives then so manipulated 
the facts that Mrs. Maybrick was con- 
victed of poisoning her husband. They 
simply conspired together to get her out 
of the way so that they could get the 
dead man’s estate. 

American girls should be_ protected 
from foreigners of the Maybrick stamp, 
and from the adventurers who masquer- 
ade under yarious titles of nobility. 
Some of these fellows marry our girls 
knowing that the marriage will not 
hold good in Europe. Others marry 
American heiresses, squander their 
money and treat them brutally. Un- 
doubtedly, we shouid have marriage 
laws making {ft necessary for foreign- 
ers to show that they are honest, respect- 
able, self-supporting persons’ before 
they can get a marriage license in this 
country. 
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An Interesting Question. 

New Orleans is again trying to stamp 
out what theratens to be an epidemic of 
smallpox, and the methods of the board 
of health are strongly condemned by 
some of the citizens. 

A case is reported in the local papers 
in which the father of a family who was 
attacked by smallpox in his own home 
was forcibly taken by the health offic- 
ers to the pesthdouse, where he died. The 
officers then destroyed the contents of 
the man’s house, ineluding all the cloth- 
ing of the family, and left the widow 
and her children naked and desolate. 

It is claimed by some that there is no 
redress: that the board of health can 
take any person from his home and send 
him to the pesthouse, and destroy his 
furniture and clothing and other per- 
sonal property without compensating 
him for his loss. The idea is that all 
this is done for the public good, and 
hence there is no redress for the person 
injured. 

The New Orleans Picayune protests 
against this view, and declares that it is 
held by those who are either reckless 
and lawless or are wholly ignorant of 
the first principles of our constitutional 
rights. Our contemporary says: 

When a mam or a member of his family 
is sick in his own home, whether owned or 
rented, but being under his control, and he 
is able to provide medical attendance and 
treatment, and does it, there is no power 
that can lawfully take him out when he has 
committed no crime that will justify an 
arrest, and, should any pretended authority 
attempt .to interfere with him, he has a 
right to defend the integrity of his home 
with force and arms. 

The health authorities have the right to 
put a pestilence flag on the house and to 
quarantine it, but their power goes no 
further. As to the pretension that. the 
board of health may destroy private prop- 
erty for any purpose and escape all re- 
sponsibility, attention is called to the dec- 
laration of article fifth of the constitution 
of the’ United States, incorporated in the 
constitutions of all the states, that no pri- 
vate property shall be taken for public use 
without compensation. The board of health 
is liable to an action at law for all private 
property taken by it or destroyed by it, 
or by its order, for which due compensation 
is refused. 

This is apparently on the right line, 
and yet there are times when desperate 
remedies are necessary. When a com- 
munity becomes convinced that its 
safety is menaced by smallpox patients 
in houses which.-are full of the infection 
there will be very little quibbling over 
constitutiogal rights. The community 
will protect itself in the best way possi- 
ble and defy the legal consequences. 

Crimes and Criminals. 

The voiume of census reports dealing 
with crimes and criminals has just 
been issued, and although its facts and 
figures are live years old they are full 
of interest. 

In 1890 there were 82,529 persons in 
all the prisons of the United States. Of 
these only 6,489 were females. The 
number of prisoners is increasing. In 
1850 the ratio of prisoners to population 
was 290 to each 1,000,000 people. In 
1890 it had grown to be 1.3515 to each 
1,000,000 of population. 

Only one in every thirteen prisoners 
is 2 woman. Some localities: seem to 
have more than their share of crimi- 
nails, but it may be that the laws are 
better enforced. Maine with about half 
the population of Arkansas has 512 pris- 
oners, while the latter state has 1,473. 
Illinois has about 40 per cent more popn- 
lation than Massachusetts, but the 
former state has 5,956 prisoners to 5.- 
227 in the latter state. If the average 
in both states had been the same Mii- 
nois would have over 8,000 prisoners. 
Massachusetts has 2,335 prisoners to 
each million of population, a higher avr- 
erage than any state east of the Rocky 
mountains and only exceeded by Mon- 
tana, Nevada and California. 

The majority of criminals are be- 
tween the ages of fiffeen and ferty, and 
the largest number are between the ages 
of fifteen and twenty-five, a fact which 
confirms the old theory that between 
those ages is the critical period of life— 
the time when character is formed. 


Nearly two-thirds of the male prisoners 
are unmarried, but only 40 per cent of 
the females are single. 

The census report contains many other 
facts concerning crimes and criminals 
which will be of value to those who be- 
lieve that the proper study of mankind 
is man. 
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How To Expedite Justice. 

Judge Payne, of Chicago, has recently 
made some suggestions which he be- 
lieves will shorten trials without inter- 
fering with justice. 

The judge is in favor of having thir- 
teen men in the jury box, SO that when 
a juror is taken sick the extra man can 
take his place. But the thirteenth juror 
is to have no voice in deciding a case 
unless one ef the jury becomes inca- 
pacitated. The other suggestions are 
us follows: 

1. Absolutely no conversation between at- 
torneys across the table. ee 

2. Absolutely no discussion of the admissi- 
bility of evidence unless the court indicates 
a desire to have it argued. 

3. Limitation of arguments. It is a re- 
markable case that cannot be argued in 
sixty minutes on each side. 

4. As to verdicts. If a verdict ought not 
to stand, the court should set it aside. If 
there ought to be a verdict, and the find- 
ing of the jury is excessive, the court 
should ask the plaintiff to remit enough to 
make it a fair verdict, and if he refuses 
the judge should set the verdict aside. 

5. When it is manifest to the court that 
a plaintif€ has not made out a case the 
bench ought to take the responsibility of 
stopping the trial right there. 

f ‘ . 

The leading Chicago lawyers indorse 
these recommendations, with the ex- 
ception of the third, which limits argu- 
ment to sixty minutes en a side. They 
contend that in some rare cases one 
hour is not long enough for an argu- 
ment, ‘ 

Something should be done to expedite 
justice. In proportion to population we 
now have eight times as many courts 
as England, but our dockets are erowded 
With. cases, and many courts are two or 
three years behind with their werk, 
While it is not uncommon to see a crim- 
inal case drag along four or five years 
before a final decision is reached. 

The delay is due to the methods in our 
eourts.

The committee on streets held a long 
session yesterday afternoon and it was a 
session which had for its pivotal point 
the Auburn avenue paving. Every member 
of the committee+Mr. Hutchison, of the 
sixth ward, chairman; Mr. Mayson, of the 
first ward; Mr. Colvin, of the second 
ward: Mr. Adamson, of th@ third ward: 
Mr. Morris, of the fourth ward; Mr. Cul- 
berson, of the seventh ward—was present. 

When the batch of papers touching the 
Auburn avenue paving were handed the 


chairman by the city clerk, Mr. Phillips, 
the secretary of the committee, Mr. Adam- 
son, pulled out the Auburn avenue bunch 
first. It was a great bundle of papers. It 
contained first the petition of residents of 
the avenue, Within the distance specified in 
the preamble of the 
on that street, or rather that part of the 
street from Prvor to Butler streets, with 
cubes. Then thera was the resolution 
which the council had adopted authorizing 
the ordinance from the street committee 
for the week. Attached to these was the 
petition of residents and property owners 
on the avenue who wanted no paving at 
all—no improvements Whatever. The bun- 
dle was made still larger by many sheets 
of paper on- which had been traced the his- 
tory of the committee's work up to the 
present time. 

With the full details of the work up to 
date linked together with a patent pin, 
Chairman Hutchison asked: 

“What will you do with the matter, g§en- 
tlemen?” 

Several persons interested were present 
and all who wanted to talk were given 
the opportunity. It was simply the same 
old thing over again. Those who advocated 
the paving before repeated the plea they 
have advanced before, while those who 
don’t want it did not find it necessary to 
glance at their notes, the frequent repeti- 
tion having made further rehearsals un- 
necessary. 

The advocates for and against the paving 
having relinquished the floor the members 
of the committee went to work. Within a 
few minutes it was apparent that a divis- 
ion had arisen in the committee member- 
ship and before the conclusion came that 
division was se apparent that it resulted in 
the making of two reports—a majority and 
a minority report. 

in the past the committee has, though 
not wholly harmonious, never disagreed in 
making a report.. The seven members, each 
of the wards of the city having a represen- 
tative on the committee, have always sub- 
scribed to the same paper in the _ past. 
Sometimes it has been a favorable report, 
at others an adverse report and at others 
a request for further time. 

But the last meeting produced a clearly 
efined line in the committee and the ‘pa- 
bere which the clerk of council had sur- 
endered to him after the meeting was Over 
Were larger in bulk than before. 

It was the minority report on the matter 
which increased the bulk. That paper was 
signed by Mr. Hutchison, chairman of the 
committee, and was adverse to the petition 
for the work. Mr. Hutchison’s report was 
written on a new sheet of paper and upon 
which he asserted that the work should not 
be done on account of the pending litigation 
between the city and the street car com- 
pany. The other report recommended the 
work in accordance with the petition of 
the property owners and the plans and de- 
signs shown. It was signed by Mr. May- 
son, Mr. Colvin, Mr. Adamson, Mr. Mor- 
ris. Mr. Sims and Mr. Culberson. 

The papers will be presented to the gen- 
eral council next Monday. 


May Not Grant It. 


Some weeks ago Captain Charles Tyler, 
well known throughout the city by his long 
connection with the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company, sent a paper to the general coun- 
cil in which he asked that the Electric 
Light Company be required to comply with 
a presumed contract.

This has not been done and the captain 
asks the council committee to read and 
construe the paper. The committee on 
Streets has read the paper, but no con- 
struction will be placed upon it until the 
general council meets next Monday.

Poor old Henry Howe is dead! 

It has been but a few weeks since he 
unsteadily, feebly walked the stage at the 
Grand, a member of Sir Henry Irving’s 
company. 

Henry Howe was the oldest actor on the 
stage. All who saw “‘The Bells” will re 
member the very old man who tells the 
story of the Jew’s murder. That old actor 
was Henry Howe, He was eighty-four 
years old. 

One afternoon while the compary were 

in Atlanta I had the pleasure of chatting 
with him for a long time in his room at 
tte Aragon. He was wonderfully enter- 
taining, full of delightful reminiscences 
running back for mors than sixty years 
of active life on the boards. He died last 
Tuesday night in his room at the Burnet 
house, Cincinnati. The Irving company had 
recently played in Cincinnati. Mr. Howe 
was taken with a cold and his system be- 
ing weak from old age, the cold killed 
him. : 
Henry Howe was of Quaker parentage, 
but as he said, ‘I was rather a wild young 
fellow for a Quaker.’’ His people in Eng- 
land were rather well-to-do and the young 
man had money. He lived not far from 
London and was a regular attendant of 
the theaters. The Constitution has publish- 
ed the story of how he went to see the 
great Kean to get an engagement and 
finally when he sugceeded in reaching the 
tragedian, was asked by him: 

“Can you starve?” 

How scarcely knew what Kean meant 
and inquired if the tragedian desired to 
know if he could go without food. 

‘“‘Yes,’’ said Kean, “I have gone for six 
and thirty hours without a mouthful except 


_a bite of turnip which I pulled from a field 


by the road.’’ 
Kean had a hard time of it when he was 
making his way and his advice deterred 
Howe from going on the stage for four 
years. Finally he made the break and 
never gave it up until the curtain Was 
rung down ‘on him this week. He was with 
Macready for years. He had played every 
part in a number of plays, so many that 
Got, the great French actor, thought it 
remarkable and the only case on record, 
Howe was in the original productions of 
“Tondon Assurance,” “‘Richelieu,’’ and the 
“Lady of Lyons.” He knew Bulwer per- 
sonally, as he did nearly all the important 
personages of his day. Mr. Howe knew Joe 
Jefferson intimately. He thought a great 
deal of Irving and of Ellen Terry, although 
he said that Julia Arthur was a greater 
actress in some roles.

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WAS THERE ERROR? 


Argument Will Be Made in the John 
Carroll Case Today. 


HE IS UNDER A LIFE SENTENCE 


Several Weeks Ago Carroll Was Con- 
veted of Killing Maggie Dona- 
hoo, His Sweetheart. 


Argument on the motion for a new trial 
in the John Carroll case will be heard this 
morning by Judge Candler in chambers. 

Carroll was given a trial several months 
ago and he was given a life sentence by the 
late Judge Clark. A motion for new trial 
was immediately filed and argument on 
this motion will be given the attention of 
judge Candler today. P 

It is said that the grounds for asking 
that a new trial be granted are that an er- 
ror was made in the charge of the jury and 
that Carroll ws not given the full benefit 
of a trial. Newly discovered evidence is 
also said to have been made one of the 
grounds for the motion. 

John Carroll was charged with the murder 
of Maggie Donahoo, who was his sweet- 
heart. The shooting occurred in a tene- 
ment house on Decatur street where the 
Donahoo woman lived. Carroll was with 
the woman in the hall at the time she was 
shot. He escaped from the building, but 
was later on in the night arrested at his 
home in the suburbs of the city. 

Considerable excitement was caused in 
the neighborhood on account of the shoot- 
ing and a panic seized the companions of 
the unfortunate woman. The police hurried 
to the house and found thai the Donahoo 
woman was dying. Before she died, how- 
ever, she told Captain Jennings that Car- 
roll shot her. 

The pole were immediately notified to 
arrest Carroll, and he was caught late in 
the night as he was entering his house. 
When he was arrested he stated that he 
had shot the woman, but that it was an 
accident. He was placed in jail and when 
his trial was reached, he told a story en- 
tirely different. 

Hie said that he was standing at the head 
of the steps talking with the woman when 
they were approached by some one from 
the rear end of the hall. There were no 
lights in the hallway, and Carroll could not 
see who was the new comer. He stated on 
the witness stand that he and the woman 
were attacked by this unknown party and 
that he fired at the stranger who was hid- 
ing in the darkness. The fire was returned 
and during the fusillade that followed the 
woman was shot and mortally wounded. 

On the dying statement of Maggie Dona- 
hoo and other testimony given by residents 
of the house, Carroll was convicted and 
sentenced to a life term in the penitentiary. 

Hotel Jackson Case Comes Up. 

Two features of the hotel Jackson case 
will be argued this morning before Judge 
Candler in chambers. 

There are many complications in the case 
and before. the tinal settlement is made it 
is fxgbable that the case will reach the 
supreme court. The features to be taken 
up today are in regard to the selling of 
the furniture now in the hotel building. 

The Jackson estate has applied for an 
order of the court to sell the furniture. 
This action was fought by the Brunswick- 
Balke Company, who.sold the furniture and 
claim they hold a lien for purchase 
money. The settlement of these two claims 
will be considered by Judge Candler this 
morning. 


GOODWIN IN “AMBITION.” 


Henry Guy Carleton has written an ex- 
cellent play in ‘‘Ambition,” and it gives Mr. 
Goodwin the opportunity of puncturing his 
comedy with a good deal of serious work— 
and with all that, to be funny still. 

The notices have told of the 
play. It is a picture of Washington life, 
reminiscent in character, drawing some- 
times from ‘“‘The Senator,’ and at other 
times from that funniest of them all, “A 
Texas Steer” 
ity and a large amount of crisp dialogue. 
Here and there, there are br lliant epigrams 
and the whole is surcharged with patriot- 
ism. 

Obadiah Beck is one of those all-powerful 
servants of the people who exist principally, 
if not altogether, on the stage. His pa- 
triotic support of Cuba is “coppered’”’ by 
the men who are supposed to be his 
friends, and he circumvents them through 
the agency of a leased wire—or a couple of 
them. There’s the story in its essence. He 
is very serious in his undertakings, but a 
quaint humorist with it all, and, of course, 
he marries the girl. 

The play is one which suits Goodwin's 
aims and purposes. It is interesting 
throughout and was highly enjoyed by one 
of the biggest audiences of the season. 
The brilliant red-headed comedian donned 
a black wig and Websterian expression, 
and grew intense in some of his serious- 
ness. Why do these fellows whose mission 
it is to make us laugh and be happy insist 
upon the sentimental and serious? Goodwin 
has been inoculated with the virus. ‘‘He’s 
all right,’’ as the serenaders put it, as 
Obadiah Beck, but to my thinking Obadiah 
isn’t in the same that beloved 
Chauncey Short who “reached out” go suc- 
cessfully in “A Gilded Fool.” At that 
Goodwin is always worth seeing and I 
knew that ‘‘Ambition’’ would prove inter- 
esting even for steady diet. 

The company is for the most part an ex- 
cellent one. Estelle Mortimer has a laugh 
that is contagious.

THE POLICE MAY ADOPT THE BI. 
CYCLE PATROL SERVICE.

Chief Connolly Is Looking Into the 
Matter and Will Report to 
the Police Board. 


—— 


Atlanta may soon witness an entirely 
new departure in the methods of work of 
the police department. <A proposition tc 
mount a number of policemen on bicycles to 
patrol the city is under consideration, and 
it is likely that something will be done in 
the matter. 

At the last meeting of the police board a 
proposition was made that the chief of po- 
lice be instructed to investigate the matter 
looking to the mounting of some of the pa- 
trolmen, It was suggested that the officers 
on duty at the parks and in the suburbs 
could cover a big territory on wheels and 
that by riding them the city would save 
money. It was stated that the bicycle pa- 
trol would be able to get about the parks 
rapidly and much more thoroughly than at 
present, 

Captain English brought the matter to tne 
attention of the board. He stated that he 
did not desire to take any credit that 
might be due Commissioner Johnson, who 
suggested that some of the men be put on 
wheels several months ago, but that he 
thought it might be well for the board to 
investigate the matter with the view oj 
mounting the men on duty at the parks, Af- 
ter discussing the matter a tmotion was 
passed directing Chief sof Police Con- 
nolly, to look into the matter and report 
to the board at its next meeting. 

Since the meeting Monday night several 
bicycle agents have called on the chief, 
elaborating on the worth of the particular 
wheels sold by them and urging the adop- 
tion of the wheel service. The agents have 
and will submit propositions to sell the city, 
wheels at a low figure, and if the proposi- 
t.ons received meet with the approval of 
the board it is likely that before spring is 
well settled down a number of officers will 
be spinning along the suburban streets and 
through the parks, locking for thieves and 
Violators of the law. 

Already there are applicants in trim for 
the choice job of riding a wheel. Many po- 
licemen imagine that they would like the 
work, and they are beginning to tell the 
chief how well they can ride a bike, or how 
soon they could learn to do so. Several 
have declared that as scorchers they have 
no equals and they propose to show the bi- 
cycle messenger boys how to ride a wheel 
if the police department adopts a wheel 
amendment to its method of work. 

The police in some of the large northern 
cities ride wheels in the parks and suburbs. 
In Central park, Now York, the police have 
done good work on wheels, it is said, and 
success with the experiment has been met 
with elsewhere.

THEIR SIDE OF IT 


Venable Bros. Make a Statement in 
Regard to the City Hall. 


AN INTERESTING COMPARISON 


City Engineer Clayton Has a Table 
Which Shows the Space in Each 
Proposition. 


The question as to where the city will 
finally find a home is one of great interest 
just now. 

Whether to remain in quarters prepazed 
by the chamber of commerce or whether to 
accept the proposition of Venable Bros., 
will come up for consideration before the 
general council at the Monday session, Both 
propositions will be taken up for discussion. 
Following is an interesting statement made 
by Venable Bros., explaining both propo- 
sitions: 

“Atlanta, Ga., March 11, 18%.—There are 
two propositions to be submitted to the 
general council on Monday in reference to a 
lease of city. offices. One, by ourselves, 
representing our own interests; the other, 
by a committee appointed from the directo- 
ry of the chamber of commerce, represent- 
ing the interests of the chamber of com- 
merce only. These two propositions are to 
be considered by the members of the gen- 
eral council, looking solely to the welfare 
and interests of the city of Atlanta. 

“This statement is addressed solely to 
the reason and the judgment of the council- 
men, and without appeal or desire to influ- 
ence a single member thereof, by reason of 
friendship, political alliance or obligation. 
If the chamber of commerce submits the 
best proposition, and which fills the needs 
of the city, it is the duty of the council to 
accept it; if we submit the best proposi- 
tion that fills the needs of the city, it is 
likewise the duty of the council to accept it, 
the sole aim being to get the best quarters 
for the least price. 

“In the two propositions offered we sub- 
mit an accurate measurement of the space 
required by the city and the space offered 
in the two propositions. In submitting the 
same we claim accuracy of statement and 
sincerity of purpose. 

“We refer to this estimate to prove the 
propositions here laid down. The directcrs 
of the chamber of commerce agree to fur- 
nish the city 12,909 square feet of room for 
the sum of $5,500 per annum, or at the rate 
of 42.6 cents per square foot per annum. We 
propose to furnish the city with the same 
space, and as much more as she may deter- 
mine to be necessary for her needs, in a 
fire-proof, metal constructed building at 30 
cents per square foot per annum. ‘The 
question is whether it is to the interests of 
the city to pay 30 cents per foot per annum 
in the one building, or 42.6 cents per foot in 
the other building. 

‘2. The city cannot secure in the cham- 
ber of commerce building, sufficient room 
for the military quarters and the drill room 
necessary, and public hall, which is a cry- 
ing need to Atlanta. This we propose to ar- 
range under the supervision of the city. 

“3. The city has the right to mark out 
the room she requires on any floor above 
the ground floor. 

“4. We propose, as a gratuity, that the 
city shall have the right and option to pur- 
chase the building after completion, if it is 
the will of the citizens of Atlanta. 

“5. The written proposition of the chamber 
of commerce says they propose to rent, ap- 
proximately, 25,000 feet, when, in point of 
fact, they only rent 12,909 feet of space. 

‘6. The space we propose to rent the city 
at 12% cents per square foot less than the 
space offered by the committee from the 
chamber of commerce, is to be in a practi- 
cally fire-proof building. The records are 
not safe in the chamber of commerce build- 
ing; should a fire occur, ana@ much headway 
be made, the chief of the fire department 
would not allow the firemen to enter the 
building. There are $10,000,000 of vouchers 
and valuable papers lying loose in the base- 
ment and the rooms occupied by the city 
that are jeopardized daily for want of se- 
curity from fire. 

‘7. There is a petition to the general 
council, signed by a large majority of the 
members of the chamber of commerce, ask- 
ing that our proposition be agreed to by the 
council. Every business proposition made 
to public officials should be considered sim- 
ply in the light of reason, justice and due 
regard to economy and safety in the trans- 
action of public business, By this standard 
only should the proposition be judged, and 
by this only should the award be made.

Stocks Closed Quiet but Firm—Tobac- 
co and General Electric Leaders 
in Activity. 


New York, March 12.—The excitement in 
Tobacco subsided today and the transac- 
tions in the stock were only 60,800 shares, 
against 230,800 shares yesterday. The price 
ranged between 78% and 80%, while yester- 
day sales were recorded all the way from 
74% up to 24. The falling off in business 
Was ascribed to the fact that the short in- 
terest in the stock had been covered. Gen- 
eral Electric was second in point of activ- 
ity and 37,000 shares were traded in, The 
stock first advanced 1 to 384g and then 
broke to 36% with a subsequent recovery 
to 37%. The early advance was Drought 
about by reports that the company and its 
chief competitor, the Westinghouse, had 
linally reached an agreement as to terri- 
tory patents, etc. The directors were in 
session all day, but up to the close of the 
stock exchange nothing of an official na- 
ture was. given out. In the last hour, on 
rumors of a serious hitch the stock drop- 
ped 2% to 36%, but near the close a rally 
to 37% ensued. There was little or nothing 
to the general market, although the under- 
tone was strong throughout, the declaration 
of a semi-annual dividend of 2 per cent 
on St. Paul common stock and the reduc- 
tion in the posted rates of sterling ex- 
change having exercised a favorable in- 
fluence.

Chicago, March 12.—The depressing in- 
fluence in wheat today has been the news 
pertaining to the flour trade, stocks of 
wheat aboard and the general condition of 
the’ growing crop in the country. The 
flour trade is said to be demoralized in 
the northwest and what sales, are: being 
made are at a loss. In Chicago it is re- 
ported that three good-sized mills have 
shut down recently. Stocks of wheat at 
Russian ports and interior points are re- 
ported 6,400,000 bushels larger than a year 
ago and The Daily Trade Bulletin says the 
condition of the growing wheat is good 
with prospects of a largely increased crop 
over @ year ago in the southwest. This 
news had a very depressing effect on our 
market after the. first half-hour, prices 
declining a cent per bushel. There was 
good buying at the opening by a large 
local trader, but professionals and holders 
became heavy sellers later, and although 
the seaboard reported a good export de- 
mand, there was no rallying power, the 
closing being weak at a low point. 

Coarse grains were easier, mostly in 
Sympathy with wheat. Receipts of corn 
were light, but the cash demand seems to 
have fallen off materially. After the 
wants at 30c is satisfied the market is 
likely to saz somewhat. 

Receipts ef hogs were excessive, but pro- 
visions held Steady till wheat commenced 
declining when packers sold moderately 
resulting in a slight decline.

Judge Tompkins Will Ask for a Resale 
Together with a Forfeiture of 
$92,500.

till further complications have arisen in 
the problem of the Marietta and North 
Geo. gia railcoad armed the future of the road 
ig ome of zrave urmcertainty. 

Yestorday morning: a bill was filed by Mr. 
Jack J.. Spalding, representing the Gace 
City National bank, asking that tue pur- 
chasers oY the road be held responsible as 
individuals for the ‘purchase money. 

The propetty was bought at public ‘out- 
ery last Docember by the Atlanta, Knox- 
yille and Northern (onstruction Conipany 
for $955,000. This syndicate is composed of 
Messrs. Newman Erb, Thomas Carmichael, 
H. K. Harg and H. A. V. Post. Repre- 
senting the Gate City National bank of 
Atlanta, Mr. Spalding asks that each indi- 
yidual member of thiss syndicate be held 
responsible for the ptirchase money and 
required to pay his praportionate share of 
that sun. 

' This movement on the part of Mr. Spald- 
ing gives a new feattrre to the problem 
that Judge Newman will have to solve 
tomorrow morning. 

The Gate City National bank is interested 
in the litigation to the extent of $40,000. 
This amount of money Was advanced dur- 
ing the receivership and was used to de- 
fray .he operating expenses of the road. 
By cashing the certificates issued by the 
receiver the bank virtually enabled the 
road to do busimess and for this reason 
the debt is one that will doubtless be con- 
sidered among the most important obliga- 
tions to be discharged. 

The bill was filed by Mr. Spalding for 
the purpose of preventing, if possible, a 
second sale of the property. If the prop- 
erty is put upon the market a second time 
a much smaller sum wifi no doubt be 
realized. Hence in order to protect the 
interests of his chents Mr. Spaiding be- 
lieves that more can be accomplished by 
holding the purchasers of the road respon- 
sible individually for the full amornt of 
the purchase money. 

Until this petition was filed yesterday 
afternoon it looked as if the road would 
likely be exposed for sale a second time 
and this may yet be the direction that 
Judge Newman will give to the matter 
after hearing ali the facts in the case, 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins, representing 
the Central Trust Company, of New York, 
and the Boston Trust Company, has al- 
ready served notice on’ the several parties 
interested that he intends to ask for a for- 
feiture of the amount already paid into 
court by the Atlamta, Knoxville and North- 
ern Construction Company. 

This proposed action on the part of Judge 
Tompkins also contemplates a cancellation 
of the contract and the exposure of the 
road for sale a second time. 

The public is already familiar with the 
details of this important litigation. Last 
December the property was sold at public 
outcry for $956,000, due and legal notice 
of the sale having been given in advance. 
The sale was made =#nder a fcreclosure 
of mortzages in favor of the Central] Trust 
Company, of New York, and the Boston 
Trust Ccmpany, aggregating something in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000. At this sale 
the property was purchased by the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Construction.Com- 


pany. 

Under the provisions of Judge New- 
man’s decree a cash payment of $92,300 was 
required of the purchasers as an evidence 
of good faith. This amount was promptly 
paid and things ran along smoothly enough 
until the time came for making the second 

‘payment. Then came the rub. 

In order to purchase the road the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern Construction 
Company negotiated with the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company and secured funds 
sufficient to make the first cash payment. 
A disagreement arose after this, however, 
and the trust company refused to advance 
further money to the purchasers until ad- 
ditional collateral had been deposited. 

This refusal to advance money sorely 
crippled the purchasers. Just before the 
secead payment fell due Messrs, Alex and 
Victor Saatth, representing the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Construction Com- 
pany, asked for additional time in which 
to raise the required sum of money, In 
view of the stringency of the times this 
request was granted and a month longer 
Was given. 

This limit of indulgence expired on the 
6th gf March. Judge Newman refifsed to 
gTant further time and the purchasers of 
the road failed to come up to the scratch. 

Under the decree authorizing the sale of 
the road it was provided that a failure to 
Make the second payment would work a 
forfeiture of the cash payment of $92,500 
and that ten days would be allowed the 
Purchasers in which to show cause why 
this amount should not be forfeited. 

Judge Tompkins, representing the mort- 
Sage holders, will doubtless institute pro- 
Ceedings today or tomorrow, asking for a 
forfeiture of the amount paid, in accord- 


ance with the terms of Judge Newman's» 


decree.

STUART TALKS TO WOMEN ONLY 


The Eloquent Divine Gives a Lot of 
Good Advice to a Large Con- 
gregation, 


Today’s services— 

10 a. m.—At Trinity. 

3 p. m, and 7:30 p. m.—Tabernacle. 

On Saturday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
Sam Jones will preach a special ser- 
mon to children. 

On Saturday night he will speak to 
the colored people. 


Mr. Jones preached to a large congrega- 
tion at Trinity church yesterday morning. 
During the sermon he referred to Atlan- 


“Atlanta is a great city. I haven’t been 
down here much in the last few months, 
i begin to take in now the fact that At- 
lanta has grown to be a great city in the 
last ten years, Take Peachtree street from 
the Methodist church to the further erd, 
and you will not find a street in any city 
in America as grand. Now I have been 
in all the cities and know; Atlanta is 
grand. She is grand, and i& capable uf do- 
ing anything. There’s not another city 
south of the Ohio river like her. She is 
united, and her strength lies in her unison. 

“Now I will tell you-what I want. I want 
to see the lines drawn in Atlanta. 1 want 
everyboy who is for me to get on one side, 
and then let everybody who 
is not for me get on the 
other side. Then we will have the thing 
divided right. I’ve been shooting around 
here for the last few days, but I haven't 
I've just been a-shoot- 
in’. I load up my gun and fire away, but 
very often some one will come to me and 
say: ‘Jones, you are giving it to me,’ I 
just say: ‘Why, I haven't aimed at you, 
I didn’t know you was in the woods, l’ve 
just been a-shootin’.’. 

“Ten years ago when I began a meeting 
I was content to call seventeen a 
full house and thirty-five a crowded house. 
Every night going away from that church 
there was a little Baptist preacher who ai- 
ways came up to me and said: ‘Brother 
Jones, don’t be discouraged. We must be 
redeemed by the power of God. God will 
give you the grace as sure as We are horn. 
I went on that way having seventeen some- 
times and thirty-five sometimes, until I 
got so I wanted to go home bad. One Sat- 
urday night I had twenty, and | announc- 
ed that the next Sunday afternoon I would 
preach to men only, When I got there the 
next afternoon the little church, 
like this, was crowded with men, They 
were hanging out of the window and stand- 
ing up all around. Oh, how faith moved 
from that time on! 

“I'll give up anything this side of 
God’s earth before I will compromise 
with the world, the flesh and the devil. 
I will get on the altar this morning and 
pray God to burn all of me that ought to 
be burned, and if there is anything left, 
take it and use it for His good. 

“We have got to make the fight some 
time. There never was a better time than 
right now to make it in Atlanta. Every- 
thing is serter on a compromise right now, 
and it is certainly the time to bring on the 
tight.” 

Turning to the women Mr. Jones said: 
“Mothers, if God hadn’t given to me two 
boys 1 would not know what to do with 
boys. But law me, I Know now. If my 
wife were to lose her feeling for our boys 
l’d know that something had eaten all the 
feeling out of her heart. I’m dead down 
on. short-necked dresses already, but if I 
were to see my daughter with one on, then 
you'd hear me talk about them. 1 would 
raise Cain sure enough, ’Bliiged to. 

‘There are more for us than against us, 
The trouble is we can’t see all those who 
are for us but can see those who are 
against us. If you are on the right side, 
God is with you. If you are on Lhe right 
side the omnipotent spirit of God is with 
you, and ali the redeemed of Christ are with 
you. ina matter of numbers we are ahead. 
in a matter of victory we'vg got it if we 
will push the light aiong. Theres no doubt 
of that. Brother, many times you have 
been on the very verge of viclury and have 
retreated, 

1 wuouid rather be in the asylum of Geor- 
gia than to be a common violater of the 
ruies of my church. l’'d rather see a moth- 
er in the asyium than to see her in her 
home misdirecting her chilaren and lead- 
ing their footsteps down to heli,”

He 
took for his text II Corinthian vii, 2, ‘‘Re- 
ceive us for we have wronged no man with 
our tongue; we have corrupted no man 
with our example; we have defrauded no 
man in business.’’ 

“If 1 were asked the question,’”’ said he 
What ig the greatest obstacle to religion 
in Atlanta? I would say there are too many 
churches. Not too many Baptists or Meth- 
odist or Presbyterian or Episcopal 
churches—I don’t mean that; I would not 
run down any church, But every pastor 
in this city is the pastor of two churches, 
He has an alphabetical register of mem- 
bers. Some of tnese belong to the inner 
circle and some to the outer circle; some 
are nominal members, some are true mem- 
bers, There is where the hindrance sets 
in, 1 do not slanden anybody when I say 
that there are thousands on the rolls of 
these churches who are no more worthy to 
be there than the bull-necked saloon keep- 
er who is dealing out damnation to his fel- 
low man. Paul desired to enter the in- 
ner circle @f the church, 

“Because he had wronged no man with 
his tongue. I have never seen a baptized 
tongue. A man will put his hands, his 
fist, his head in the church, but how few 
will put their tongues in. We may say 
what we will about the secgnd blessing 
and sanctification, but God says if a man 
sin not in word that man ig perfect, At- 
lanta comes as near talking itself to hell 
as any city of its size in the world. You 
can never compute the power of a tongue. 
You can talk a man up or yoy can talk 
him down. You can talk a preacher up 
until everybody wants to hear him, You 
can talk him down until nobody will go 
to hear him. These things a man should 
consider before he speaks: Is it true, is 
it kind, ought it to be gaid. A newspaper 
is doing great harm when if. publishes 
scandals. Anybody that will listen to scan- 
dal will peddle it. There are people who 
do not hesitate to talk against the preach- 
er—they would slander an angel if one 
should come to this. world. The difference 
between gossip and conversation is. this: 
One is talk about people, the other is talk 
about things. Aflanta has only about 100,- 
Ov) people in it, and the gossip of today will 
go around before breakfast fn the morning. 
Somebody will Say Brother Jones, I 
thought you were going to preach to sin- 
ners. Well, ain't L,preaching to. sinners? 
One of my boys said to his teacher; ‘It is 
worse to tell a lie than it is to steal.’ His 
mother asked him why. He said ‘If I 
steal anything I can earry it back, but if 
1 tell a lie, I never can.’ 

“Il had rather go..to hell for anything 
sooner than to go there for talking. | 
should hate to be tongue damned. Men 
have as long tongues as the Jong railed 
tongued women. We will never have unity 
until we quit talking. That is the reason 
why you women break down in your s0- 
cieties and clubs. You talk too much. 

“Lying and slander hurt the man who is 
guilty of them as much as the objects of 
them. It is a gun at the shooting of whicn 
a dogs falls at both ends. It kicks one down 
at one end and shoots one down at the 
other. If every man in Atlanta knew what 
had been said about him they would be 
shying each other like the drunken man 
who was hunting the opposite side of the 
street.

Dr. Seamans Defended. 

Conyers, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)— 
Mr. John J. Seamans, the dentist who was 
killed in St. Louis yesterday, according to 
the special in The Constitution, left Con- 
yers in November, 18%, forfeiting a $500 
bond that he had made, in consequence of 
having almost murdered a peacerul white 
man, Alex Smith, having cut him almost to 
death. He had figured in a number of dir- 
ficulties here, being always armed and 
ready at the slightest provocation to Slay 
his adversary or any one who disagreed 
with him, and he was regarded here as a 
most dangerous character. 

The above article speaks for itself, The 
writer, it seems, had, before he wrote the 
piece, assured himself of one fact, and that 
was that the subject of his article was 
dead. Judging the writer’s character from 
the piece written, and from the facts and 
surroundings, it is cowardly, to say the 
least of it, but is expectea to find a respon- 
sive cord in ‘the public ear. It goes without 
saying that had Dr. J. J. Seamans been 
living and anywhere in the state of Geor- 
gia or in any of the adjoining states 
the community would not have been dis- 
gusted with this disreputable article. As 
to the Smith-Seamans difficulty: Mr. Smith 
withdrew the warrant himself, and the 
case was satisfactorily settled between 
the parties and they made friends and 
parted in peace. What was done by the 
grand jury in this case in Rockdale coun- 
ty, Georgia, is too well known to require 
mentioning. 

As to the quarrelsome disposition of Dr. 
Seamans, as mentioned in the above arti- 
cle, all who knéw him will exonerate 
him. The worst that could be said of him 
was that when mad he could not control 
himself and could not govern his temper 
and conduct.

The Wedding Cake. 

Somebody has compiled the story of the 
wedding cake—its beginning and its evolu- 
tion—and tells it in these paragrapns: 

‘When the fashionable maiden vor ancient 
Rome was married she carriea in her hand 
three ears of wheat, while over her head 
was broken a simple cake as an emblem 
of plenty. From this grew the elaborately 
iced cakes which ar seen on the tauwles 
Where wedding breakfasts are served now- 
adays, 

“The early English bride wore a wedding 
wreath of ears of wheat, sometimes gilded, 
and showers of grain were thrown over her 
and afterwards picked up and eaten by 
the guests. ‘This is the germ of the rice- 
throwing custom. In time the grain Was 
gcound and made up into thin cakes which 
were shattered over the bride’s head aad 
distributed among the bystanders. 

“It is said that the old-fashion biscuit 
or cracker was seen at wedding breakfasts 
in England as late as the eighteenth cen- 
tury, but the popular favor turned to liitie 
rectangular buns of flour, sugar, eggs and 
spices. These were in vogue when BEliza- 
beth was on the throne and hundreds ef 
them were eaten at the wedding banquets, 
fiung to the poor peopie collected without, 
crumbied to bits, poured upon the bridal 
gown or carried away to dream upon. 

“John Evelyn, wrring of his youthful 
days, says: ‘When I was a little boy I 
have seen, arcording to the custom then, 
the bride and groom kiss over a stack of 
small cakes at the dinver.’ When blocks 
of cakes enriched with almond paste were 
thus piled together it was a smail step 
to a single solid mass. This did not come 
to pass till after the commonwealth had 
waned. 

‘‘The French cooks who came over in the 
seventeenth century did much to improve 
and refine the coarse, hearty English taste. 
They introduced the pretty, ornamental 
icings. Even after solid cakes were intro- 
duced it was considered so important that

RADIOGRAPHY. 


EXPERIMENTS MADE BY NIKOLA 
TESLA. 


—emenee= — _~-— 


Shoulder of a Man Taken Through His 
Clothing—Chalky Deposits Infal- 
libly Detected. 


New York, March 10.—The Hiectrical Re- 
View ‘will publisii tomorrow a communica- 
tion from Nikola Tesla, describing for the 
first time his very interesting experiments 
in radiography. The scientific world has 
been awaiting an expression of ecpinion 
from Mr. Tesla, who is known to have be- 
fun his experiments within an hour 
after the news of Professor Roefitgen’s dis- 
covery was cabled to this country. In con- 
nection ‘with Mr. Tesla’s communication, 
The Electrical Review prints two remark- 
able radicgraphs.. One of these shows the 
right shoulder of a man taken through his 
clothing, a plate of glass three-sixteenths of 
an inch thick and two inches of wood. 
This radiograph, which was made at a dis- 
tance of four feet from the source of the 
X rays, shows the ribs, shoulder bones and 
bores of the upper arm. ‘The other radio- 
graph shows a copper wire bent to form 
the word ‘‘Roentgen,” and was made at a 
distance of eleven feet from the wooden 
side covering the sensitized plate. 

Mr. Tesla also states that the refrac- 
tion of the Crooke'’s tubes used in these 
experiments may be increased by electrical 
means to any degree desirable far beyond 
that obtainable by mechanical appliances. 
This method he describes. In regard to the 
nature of the X rays, he says: 

“IT am getting more and more convinced 
that we have to deal with a stream of 
material particles which strike the sensi- 
tive plate with great velocities. Taking 
as a basis the estimate of Lord Kelvin on 
the speed of projected particles in a 
Crooke’'s bulb, we arrive easily, by the em- 
ployment of very high potential, to speeds 
of as much as a hundred kilometers a sec- 
ond. Now, again, the old question arises: 
Are the particles from the electrode or from 
the charged surface generally including the 
case of an external ciectrade, projected 
through the glass er aluminum walls, or 
do they merely hit the inner surface and 
cause particles from the outside of the wall 
to fly off, aciing in a purely mechanical 
way, much as a row of -ivory balis is 
struck? So far most of the phenomena in- 
dicate that they are projected through the 
wall of the bulb of whatever material it 
may be, and I am seeking for still more con- 
clusive evidence in this direction, 

“It is now demonstrated beyond any 
doubt that small metallic objects, or bony 
or chalky deposits can be infallibly detected 
in any part of the body.”’ 

Tesla has also secured radjographs show- 
ing the bony structure of birds and rabbits, 
even to the hollow bones. He has secured 
a radiograph of a rabbit after an hour’s ex- 
posure, in which not only details of the 
skeleton are visible; but also a clear outline 
of the abdominal cavity, location of lungs 
and the fur are shown. 
large birds show the feathers distinetly; in 
another instance an exposure of forty min- 
utes gave a radiograph of the -human 
skull, showing clearly not only the outline, 
but the cavity of the eye, chin, cheek, na- 
sal bones, the lower jaw and connection to 
the upper one, the vertebral column and 
connections to the skull, the flesh and even 
the hair. 

Mr. Tesla concludes his communication in 
the following interesting words: 

“By exposing the head to a powerful ra- 
diation, strange effects have been noted. 
For instance, I find that there is a tendency 
to sleep, and the time seems to pass away 
quickly. There is a general soothing effect, 
and I have felt a sensation of warmth in 
the upper part of the head. An assistant 
independently confirmed the tendency to 
sleep and a quick lapse of time. fhould 
these remarkable effects be verified by men 
with keener sense of observation, I shall 
still more firmly believe in the existence of 
material streams penetratin the skull. 
Thus it may be possible by these strange 
appliances to project a suitable chemical 
into any part of the body.”

SHE WANTED $5,000 DAMAGES 


The Case of Potts & Potts Against Mrs.

The evidence for the plaintiff was that 
Miss Shackelford was @ passenger On an 
Edgewood avenue car three years ago, and 
that she was severely injured by Leing 
thrown from the running board as =he was 
about to get off the car. She stated that 
she was coming into the city on the car 
and wanted to get off at Ivy street. The 
car was stopped, and she stepped upon the 
running board to alight, when the ..otor- 
man jerked the car forward, throwing her 
to the ground with great force. 

She stated that she was a dressmaker 
and had a large number of women who 
were working for her and was enabled to 
make $15 per week. Since she sustained 
the injuries resulting from the fall, she 
says she has been confined to her bed, 
and is now totally unable to attend to her 
duties and has lost her entire business, She 
sued for $5,000, but the jury found for the 
road, 

An Interesting Point Decided.

More than ten years ago Willie Young, 
who was then nine years of age, received a 
severe injury by a train on the Westcrn 
and Atlantic railroad, and on account of 
this injury it was later un necessary for 
his arm to be amputated. Suit was brought 
against the road, and the sum of $5, 
was paid Mrs. Young, which Willie claims 
was only to be held by her in trust. 

His petition sets forth the fact that 
the money has been used by his mother in 
the purchase of city property, and that 
with the same proceeds she has erected 
houses on the lots and now collects the 
rents. He asks that she and Green & Ma- 
thews be enjoined from collecting the 
rents or in any way interfering with his 
property. The paper was presented to Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday, and he has set the 
case for a final hearing for Saturday. 

Willie Young is now nineteen years old, 
but he claims that his parents have no 
right 40 manage his property, and that he 
can well care for himself and his posses- 
sions. He alleges that his preperty is now 
being withheld ffom him and that the ten- 
ants in possession have been instructed by 
his mother to pay the rents to Green & 
Mathews, or they would be put out of the 
houses. The young man objects to this pro- 
cedure and claims that it is only a method 
which is being practiced to defraud him of 
his money.
